Peary's new expedition, and a difference 


of opinion as to whether or not a relief 
expedition should be resolved upon, made 
the recent meeting of the Philadelphia 
Academy of Natural Sciences more than 
ordinarily interesting 
Tuesday. 
Dr. 


Henry C. McCook was in the chair, and 
the proceedings opened with the reading 
of a letter from President Wifltar, in 
whiSSh he said: 


"Mr. Peary having confidently inform- 
ed me of his wish to perfect his late dis- 
coveries In Greenland, especially the de- 
lineation of Its northern coasts, together 
with his own ability to obtain sufficient 
funds for the purpose to provide for his 
safe return without any reecning expedl- 
tl >n, provided the Navy Department 
would grant the necessary leave of ab- 
sence, I caused Ills proposition to tie cir- 
cumstantially stated in a letter from him 
to me, which Is now deposited In (he files 
of the Academy.! 
"I then applied on behalf of the Acad- 


emy for his leave of absence for three 
years, which application, after receiving 
the friendly support of a number of the 
members and friends of the Academy, has 
been granted, ns I have learned through 
unofficial telegrams, and Mr. Pearv ac- 
cordingly expects to rcsnnie his explora- 
tions In the, spring, without any further 
obligation or responsibility of the Acad- 
emy of any kind for any purpose. 


"I took the liberty of pursuing th*s 
course deeming from the past action of 
the Academy, that It would be in accord- 
ance with its views and because there was 
no time for a formal submission of the 
question to a general meeting, and any 
publicity of the application, prior to its 
necessary communication to the Na\ y De- 
partment might not have been deemed 
consistent with proper courtesy and under 
such circumstances might not have met 
with success. 
"As the Academy has been committed 


to nothing whatever beyond the mere ap- 
plication for Mr. Peary's leave of absence, 
I trust It will not disapprove of my limit- 
ed action In the matter." 


It was stated on the authority of Gen- 
eral Wtstar that Illness prevented his 
attendance at the meeting or otherwise he 
would bepreaent to make a personal state- 
ment. The communication was approved 
and later an Iu formal talk about Peary's 
new expedition fallowed. 
"It seems tome," said Or. McCook, 
"that we are morally bound to send a re- 
lief expedition ID search of Peary three 
yean after he seta out. Ilia all very well 
to maintain that the Academy is not leg- 
ally responsible tor anything In connec- 
tion with tbls natter, but I am decidedly 
infavof of admitting to the worid that 
Peary should have some relief prom sed 
him In case of necessltv." 
"I am quite sure," added Professor 


i Hcllprln, -'that but for the relief exnedl- 
J tioo last sent out by the Academy, Lien- 


t enant Peary could not have returned."
